County Services 


The third Survey Workshop 
meeting sponsored by the Citizens 
Committee for Good Government, 
Prince Georges County, will take 
place Wednesday, January 23 at 8 
p.m. at Bladensburg Junior High 
General chairman 
Charles A. Parker will interview 
experts on county government, 
with particular reference to the 
topic “What services do we get for 
our money ?” 

Included on the citizens panel 
are Mrs. Fannie Epstein,’ local 
government chairman for the 
county League of Women Voters; 
Mrs. Muriel Steltzer, state legisla- 
tive chairman, American Associa- 
tion of University Women; Wil- 
liam H. Wood, county businessman 
and member of the board of direc- 
tcrs. of the Citizens Committee; 
and Ralph Woodruff, statistician 
and board of directors member of 
the Citizens Committee. The ex- 
perts, whose selection depends on 
their availability, will be announ- 
ced. 


‘The Citizens Committee was 


formed in ‘May 1950 as the result 


of a resolution adopted by the 
County Civic Federation ‘which 
conchided chat the present form 
of government in Prince Georges 
County was inadequate to meet the 
needs of the county’s rapidly ex- 
panding population. The Fedra- 
tion then invited the formation of 
a “nonpartisan citizens committee 
ito promote study, public discus 
sion, and action in behalf of good 
government” in the county. 

After evaluating the efiective- 


-ness of the first 2 Workshop meet- 


ings, the Citizens Committee in 
tends to infcrm the public on those 
recommendations of the Govern- 
meatal Survey Report which ex- 
Plain how Prince Georges could 
benefit under a managerial sys- 
tem, where policy is separated 
from administration. At present, 
the Committee is circulating a pe- 
tition provicing for a referendum 
en Home Rule in November, 1952.

Legion Requests 
Liquor License 


An application has been meade to 
the liquor board at Upper Marl- 
boro for a lHcense to sell hard 
liquors at the Greenbelt American 
Legion Post 136. According to 
Commander Frank Dudley, it was 
the decision of the executive board 
to make the request at this time, 
although no license is available, 
in order to be prepared “in case 
the town is sold.” The issue will 
be brought before the Legion 
membership when the license ma- 
terializes. 


Commander Dudley, speaking 
for the 8-man executive board. 
stated “it is up to the 275 members 
to decide what they want. We 
have applied for a private club li- 
cense. Only members or guests 
accompanied by members will be 
allawed to buy the liquor.” 

The liquor license was a topic in 
jast Sunday's sermon in the Com- 
munity Church. Reached at hts 
home, yesterday. Reverend Eric T. 
Braund of the Community Church, 
who has heen a Legion member 
ginee his arrival here in 1946. con- 
firmed the main theses of his ser- 
mon last Sunday in which he scor- 
ed organizstions forced to rely on 


selling liquor in order to. raise» 
money. “My intention was to alert 
the citizenry,” Rev. Braund said. 


He cautioned against the possible 
prececent set by the Legion's ac- 
tion, “but it is my feeling.” he 
said, “strengthened by conversa- 
tions with several Legionnaires. 
that the matter may quite possibly 
be voted down on the Legion 
floor. ' 

The Legion's liquor, Dudley said, 
“will be a source of income: only 
to a certain extent." Maintaining 
that few Legion posts do not serve 
liquor on the premises, Dudley ex- 
pressed surprise at Reverend 
Braund’'s stand. “The Post is far 
away from the community and the 
Legion has kuilt up such a good 
name here that our decision shouid 
not affect community problems.”

“as there have been none in the 


past two years.” 


In August 1946, Greenbelt went 
on record in a referendum votc 
against selling liquor in the com- 
munity, 1106-308. Dudley contend- 
ed that the sentiment expressed in 
that vote has no bearing on the 
private license contemplated by 
the Legion. “Liquor will not be 
sold to the public,” he said. “As

County Health Officer 
Speaks to Joint PTA 


In an address before the joint 
PTA meeting of the Junior High, 
Center and North End schools at 
the junior high school WedneSday 
evening, January 9, Dr. Thomas F. 
Englar, Prince Georges public 
health officer, stated that ‘one 
nurse per every 17,000 people In 
Prince Georges County is the local 
raito in comparison to the rate of 
one nurse to 6,868 people in over- 
all Maryland.” 

Dr. Englar also pointed out that 
if the requested 1952 budget would 
be met, then necessary improve- 
ments in the health program: could 
be made. This requires $101,000 
plus $20,000 additional for nurses. 
At present, while there is an cx- 
penditure toward public health in 
Baltimore County of &2c per capifa 
and in Montgomery County of &lc 
per capita, in Prince Georges it is 
only 34c per capita.

GCS Debates Furchase 
Of Commercial Site 


By George C. Reeves 


Future ownership of commercia! 
property in Greenbelt was discuss- 
ed last Friday by the GCS board 
of directors. With the sale of the 
entire city impending, the pur- 
chase of commercial as well as 
residential real estate by ‘the 
Greenbelt Veterans Housing Cor- 
poration has become important. 
GVHC could thus become the land- 
lord for the existing cooperative 
retail enterprises, which hold long. 
term leases. 


If, on the other hand, GCS 
should decide to buy the land and 
buildings they occupy, the price 
vould concern the entire citizenry 
because it would affect the cost of 
retail services. The appraisal re- 
cently announced by the Public 
fYousing Administration sets «a 
value of 360,000 on the land under 
the Greenbelt Supermarket = as 
compared with the earHer figure 
of £40,000. Correspondingly high- 
er figures have been announced for 
other commercial propertics. 


The Board was not disposed to 
pay the amount named in the ap- 
praisal, believing that a better 
price could be negotiated with the 
gcvernment. A committee consist- 
ing of the treasurer, Calman Wine- 
garden, with Henry Walter and 
Milton Kramer, was appointed to 
consult with GVHC on which of the 
two organizations should buy the 
comniercial sites and how they 
should work together to avoid pay- 
ing an excessive price for these 
properties. 


Board members present were 
Walter Bierwagen, Henry Walter, 
George Davidsen, Martin Bickford, 
and Robert Mitchell. Ben Rosen- 
zweig reported on plans for the Co- 
operative Tnstitute to be held next 
summer. Hans Jorgensen inquir- 
ed about what could be done to 
make beer and delicacessen items 
available after 7 o’clock on Satur- 
days. 


The Board voted to recommend 
an amendment to the bylaws 
changing the fiscal vear to end
